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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


LL’S well that ends well. Balls and 
rumours of balls! not of lead, as of 
late, but emblematized by the sylphide 
that floats like gossamer and dances 
in the sunbeams! The fete of M. 
Marrast, President of the National 
Assembly, was one of the most gor- 
geous réunions that France has wit- 
nessed for some time past. The invités 
hurried to the papery hotel of the 
Presidency with all the ardour of a 
first affection for the gaieties and 
splendours of social life—gaieties and 
splendours now so long exchanged 
for terror and bloodshed, and so native 
to the men and women of France! In 
truth, it had almost become doubtful 
whether that enchanting race—the 
fairer portion of the community—existed at all! But 
there they were, forming exquisite groups of beauty— 
all grace, smiles, conversational affability, and dten- 
séance ! 


As to the coup d’eil of the salons thrown open, it was 
truly and regally magnificent. Gold glittered every- 
where, amidst the choicest paintings, the most 
recherché articles of furniture and virtd, and the rarest 
plants and flowers; the whole being lit up by massive 
and sparkling crystal candelabra. 


Not much of republican severity in all this! In 
truth, the habitations of royalty sit marvellously well 
on the chiefs of the new regime, or, rather, the 
newest.

At this time one of the dustiest roads out of town is 
that to Stowe. There resort our half-released legis- 
lators, self-emancipated bankers, pilgrims to watering- 
places, sportsmen en route to the moors, capitalists and 
curiosity-mongers, picture-dealers and connoisseurs, 
bargain-hunters and Jew brokers—in fact, all who have 
either money or curiosity—all who have either an eye 
to business or to a holiday—make Stowe their point of 
attraction or their halting-place, or the scene of their 
excursion, 

Without moralizing upon such an event, of which 
within recent dates we have had two or three exam- 
ples, besides that of Strawberry-hill, it may be fairly 
ventured that there are few who visit Stowe without 
some regretful feeling that what are called “‘reverses”’ 
should have necessitated such an entire break up and 
dispersion of a great family as well as of all that it had 
gathered together. Some particulars about these Dukes 
of Buckingham may not be malapropos, especially as 
their history is not to be found in the catalogue of the 
auctioneer. They are not to be confounded with the 
aspiring subject to whom Richard III. was indebted 
for his throne, and who, in return, so unceremoniously 
struck off his head; nor with the favourite of Charles 
I., whom Felton assassinated, nor with the witty and 
unfortunate adherent of that monarch’s son. ‘The 
present family of Buckingham, whose honours and ac- 
cumulations have, perhaps, been as great, are no 
descendants of either, and have become exalted by 
means widely different from those which led to the ad- 
vancements of former inheritors of their distinguished 

itle. 

At the commencement of the last century there was 
seated at a small estate, called Wootton, in the county 
of Bucks, a family of the name of Grenville, occupy- 
ing the position of country squires, but not otherwise 
distinguished or Poriateabte They are said to have 
held lands in the county from the time of Henry I. 
One of them had represented Buckinghamshire in the 
Parliaments of the Commonwealth, and once or twice 
a Mr. Grenville had been selected to fill the office of 
high sheriff. 

The estate immediately adjacent to Wootton was 
the property of Stowe, possessed by the ancient and 
honourable house of Temple. This family’s ancestry 
trace back to Leofric, Earl of Chester, and the cele- 
brated Lady Godiva, his wife, to whom the good citizens 
of Coventry are traditionally declared to be indebted 
for their privileges. Leofric was the representative 
of the Earls of the Heptarch kingdom of Mercia, and 
his descendants bore as their arms the ‘ Eagle dis- 
pares which was the ensign of that division of 

ingland.

The “ only son” was a Sir Richard Temple, a gal- 
lant officer in the army of the Duke of Marlborough ; 
the “ only sister’? was wooed and won by ‘ neighbour 
Grenville,” who doubtless considered the match a 
great one, though probably he was far from antici- 
pating the honours of which it was destined to be the 
precursor. At the termination of the wars Sir Richard 
Temple was created Baron Cobham, with the usual re- 
mainders ; but, having no heirs, although many years 
married, he obtained, soon after the accession of 
George I,, an extension of his honours under a new 
creation as baron and viscount, with remainder to his 
sister and her descendants. Viscount Cobham dying 
soon after was succeeded in his titles and estates by 
Mrs. Grenville, who was possessed of sufficient in- 
terest to obtain for herself another step in the peer- 
age, being created Countess Temple, with reversion 
of the dignity of earl to her heirs male. 

The Countess Temple had two sons—Richard, who 
succeeded her, and died without issue; and George, 
who was Treasurer of the Navy in the reign of 
George II., and Chancellor of thé Exchequer in an 
early administration of George III. This Mr. George

George, the eldest grandson of this Countess Temes 
succeeded to her estates, but can scarcely be said to 
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have succeeded to her name. He, like his grand- 
father, saw the advantages of marrying an heiress, 
and there was one apparently ready made for him. 
Robert, the last Earl Nugent, the representative of a 
distinguished Irish fami \y, had an only daughter. 
The Earl Temple married her, quartered the arms of 
Nugent with those of Grenville and of Temple, se- 
cured the privilege of signing Nugent before all titles 
whatsoever, obtained an Irish peerage for his wife, 
as Baroness Nugent, with remainder to his second 
son, and a step in the British peerage for himself by 
elevation to the Marquisate of Buckingham, with re- 
mainder to his eldest son. This was the family of 
Temple-Nugent-Grenville. 

_The fortunes of this family, thus twice raised by 
distinguished marriages, were to be still further 
exalted by the next representative. Richard, the son 
of the first Marquis of Buckingham and the Baroness 
Nugent, eclipsed even his father and great-grandfather 
in matrimonial alliance. The daughter and sole heir 
of James Brydges, last Duke of Chandos of the line, 
honoured him with her hand, More than honouring 
the Marquis of Buckingham with her hand, this lady 
brought the royal blood of the Plantagenets into the 
family of the ecg de ae squire, for she was the 
sole descendant of Henry Grey, Duke of Suffolk, and 
Frances, his wife, which Frances was the daughter 
and heir of Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, by 
Mary, Queen Dowager of France, the daughter of 
Henry VII., our King. The Marquis of Buckingham 
was, of course, raised to the dukedom: he assumed 
the additional names of Brydges Chandos, and died in 
1836, leaving an only son, the present Duke of Buck- 
ingham, Richard Plantagenet Temple Nugent Brydges 
Chandos Grenville.

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PUBLIC BATHS AND WASHHOUSES, 
ST. MARTIN’S. 

In our last week’s paper we presented our readers 
with a very accurate view of the front of the Public 
Baths and Washhouses now erecting in Orange-street, 
Leicester-square, and we now proceed to fulfil our 
promise of describing it in our present number, 

The spacious building occupies a plot of ground 
granted by the Commissioners of Woods and Forests. 
The ground floor will be fitted up with sixty-eight 
baths, divided into first and second class men’s, and 
first and second class women’s; to each of which there 
will be a distinct entrance. The first floor will be fitted - 
up with fifty-six washing compartments, each furnished 
with a washing-tub, boiling-tub, and drying-closet; 
and twenty-cight ironing compartments, with ironing- 
boards, &e. Great care has been taken in the con- 
struction of the building, so as to ensure its perfect 
ventilation, for which purpose the lofty shaft at the 
back has been erected. 

The charges will be sixpence for a warm first-class 
bath, threepence for a cold first-class bath, twopence 
for a warm second-class bath, and one penny for a cold 
second-class bath. These charges inclade the use of 
towels. The charges in the laundries will depend upon 
the time during which the washing and ironing com- 
partments are used. One penny for one hour, or three- 
pence for three hours, will be the maximum charges. 
The estimated cost is £5000, which will be raised by a 
rate on the inhabitants of St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields, 
The water for the use of the establishment will be ob- 
tained from the artesian wells supplying Trafalgar- 
square ; and it is anticipated that the concern will not 
only be self-supporting, but also yield a considerable 
profit to the parish. 

The parish will owe this important erection to its 
former respected and estimable vicar, the Rev. Sir 
Hf. R. Dukinfield, Bart. Itis to his suggestion and. 
indefatigable exertions that they are indebted for the 
passing of the Public Baths and Washhouses Act, 
which is so appropriately known as ‘‘Sir Henry Dukin- 
field’s Act ;”’ and it will doubtless be a source of much 
gratification to him and to them that his act was first 
brought into operation in his own parish, and that 
they will be the first to benefit by public baths and 
washhouses erected by ratepayers. 

The whole is being executed under the able super- 
intendence of Mr. Baly, the architect and engineer of 
the Baths and Washhouses in Goulston-square, White- 
chapel.

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EXPERIMENT TO TEST TILL 


TIMBER-PRESERVING COMPANY. 
PAYNE’S PATENTS. 

On Wednesday, the 2nd inst., a distinguished com- 
pany assembled at the wharf of the above company, 
near Westminster-bridge, to witness an experiment 
to test the possibility of ensuring the uninflammability 
of timber. 

Two wooden structures in the shape of cottages, 
each of the same dimensions (some six or seven feet 
cube), were simultaneously exposed, in the interior 
chambers, to the flame of 7lbs. of dry shavings. One 
of these cottages was of wood indurated and prepared 
by the combination of metallic and earthy solutions 
injected into the pores of the wood under a very high 
pressure in a vacuum, To preserve timber against 
fire it is necessary to inject an aluminous in addition 
to the metallic solution which is employed along with 
the muriate of lime when it is intended only to pre- 
serve it from the attacks of insects and dry rot. ‘Che 
other cottage was of wood in its natural condition. 
The result of the experiment was, that while one 
charge of shavings completely ignited and gradually 
destroyed the unpaynized tenement, the other effec- 
tually resisted two successive charges, and on the third 
appeared to be merely charred, this very process of 
charring tending of itself to suffocate and arrest the 
flame. The experiment gave the highest satisfaction 
to all present, and was considered to be eminently suc- 
cessful.

SIGNAL FIRES ON THE SLIBVENAMON MOUNTAIN, 


THE FIRES ON SLIEVENAMON, 

The following very interesting feature in the 
Irish Rebellion of 1848, and which appeared por- 
tentous of greater results, we this week make a 
subject of 1nLustRATION. A correspondent of the 
Times, dating from Clonmel, July 30, says :—** In 
consequence of the numerous reports of collisions 
between the military and the people about the 
towns of Killenaule and Mullinahone, on the pre- 
vious day, I pushed forward to Killenaule. On 
arriving at the old pound at the entrance of the 
town I saw the remains of what had been a barri- 
cade, consisting of several huge blocks of timber, 
trees, stones, &c., and at which the progress of a 
party of the 8th Hussars had been arrested. On 
getting into the town I found that two troops of 
the Ist Dragoon Guards from Cahir had just 
arrived, and immediately after I witnessed the 
arrival of the head-quarters of the 74th High- 
landers, a considerable number of the 60th Rifles, 
two field pieces of artillery, and two companies of 
Sappers and Miners. These troops had left Dub- 
lin by special train on the Great Southern and 
Western Railway, at six o’clock, for Thurles, and 
were under the command of General M‘Donald. 
The troops marched through the town, and down 
toa field about forty perches from the hotel, called 
Bullock’s-field, where they erected their tents and 
encamped for the night. Great excitement pre- 
vailed in the little town. Reports were flying in 
all directions. The object of this large force 
having been sent down, it is thought, is to surround 
the coal-pits, in one of which, it is believed, the 
rebel leaders are concealed, and to starve them 
out; as also to make a general search for arms in 
that disaffected locality. It was here I first heard 
the true account of the affair of the barricade. It 
appears that the 8th Hussars, en route, were seen 
approaching the town, in which Smith O'Brien, 
Dillon, and some others had taken up their quar- 
ters; the word to ‘tum out’ was given, when 
most of the inhabitants—men and women-—armed 
with every description of weapons—pikes, guns, 
pitchforks, sticks, &c,.—rushed out, and in less 
than ten minutes a barricade was erected across 
the road, at the entrance to the town, and mounted 
by the people, with J. B, Dillon at their head. 
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On the advanced guard of the 8th coming up they 
rode back and told their officer of the obstruction ; 
he immediately came up with his party, and de- 
manded why his route had been interrupted? He 
was asked, had he any orders to arrest Mr, 
O’Brien? He said that he had not; that he was 
only proceeding on his way, and had no orders to 
arrest any man; and that if he had he would do 
so. He was then asked to pledge his word to that 
effect, which he did. The barricade was then in 
part taken down and the party of dragoons was 
allowed to proceed unmolested. Last night (the 
night of the 29th ult.) the army was still encamped 
in the field, Outposts and sentinels were placed 
around so as to prevent surprise. On my way to 
Clonmel I saw NEARLY TWENTY SIGNAL FIRES 
BLAZING ON THE MOUNTAIN OF SLIEVENAMON, Which 
were shortly after seen by the country people all 
around; and, by the time I reached Clonmel, on 
ALL THE MOUNTAINS BEYOND IT FIRES WERE BURN~ 
ING.”

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ARREST OF MR. SMITH O'BRIEN. 
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On Saturday evening, at eight o’clock, Mr. Smith 
O’Brien was arrested in the town of Thurles, just as 
he was on the pcint of leaving for Limerick. The 
arrest was made Wittout the slightest resistance either 
on the part of the piisoner or the people. He was 
recognised in passing through the principal street 
of Thurles by — Hulme, « guard in the employ of the 
Great Southern and Western HRUWEy, Company. Mr. 
O’Brien asked him the way to the railway station, and 
Hulme, having answered the question, immediate] 
sent a soldier off for reinforcements, He himself fol- 
lowed Mr. O’Brien to the station. On arriving there 
Mr. O’Brien asked for a second-class ticket to Lime- 
rick, the price of which he paid. His manner was so 
embarrassed that the clerk noticed it, and particularly 
the tremor of the hand, He did not, however, recog- 
nise his face, Having given more money than was 
sufficient to pay the fare the clerk returned him 6d. 
change, but he took no notice of this, and was walkin 
away, when the clerk called him back. On his return 
he asked which was the right platform to go to, and 
being told that it was that opposite where he stood, he 
crossed the line to get to it. There he was imme- 
diately arrested b ulme, who commanded him to 
surrender himself in the Queen’s name, and seized 
his arm to prevent any resistance or the use of a 
weapon, Head-constable Hanover, D, who held the 
warrant for his arrest, immediately assisted Hulme, 
and Mr, O’Brien was at once disarmed of a small 
pistol which he carried in his waistcoat-pocket, and 
which was the only weapon he had about him. The 
reinforcement which Hulme had the prudence to send 
for, and which consisted partly of notice and partly of 
soldiers, now arrived, and Mr, O’Brien was at once 
conducted to the Baal where arrangements were made 
for his lodgment during the night, General M‘Donald, 
however, wisely determined to send the prisoner 
without a moment’s delay to Dublin, and accordin ly, 
in an incredibly short space of time, a troop of ned 
goons anda detachment of infantry were drawn out 
as an escort to the station, In the mean time the 
people began to assemble in groups, the voices of 
women were heard waxing eloquently rebellious, and 
every moment increased the signs of popular agita- 
tion, General M‘Donald’s arrangements, however, 
were made and carried éut with the greatest expe- 
dition and precision. The entrance to the gaol was 
cleared by the police, a strong body of infantry held 
the station, and a troop of cavalry swept the streets 
clear of the crowds that had assembled there. The 
shopkeepers were imperatively ordered to close their 
doors, and the general himself entered one or two 
where a disposition was shown to disobey his orders, 
and struck terror into the inmates. In consequence 
of these vigorous measures not the slightest ditliculty 
was experienced in conveying Mr. O’Brien from the 
gaol to the station, He was taken 
which was also occupied by Mr. Gore Jones and Cap- 
tain Fitzmaurice, the resident magistrate, and by 
General M‘Donald. A strong escort of infantry and 
neta accompanied the prisoner, who was safely placed 
n a special train previously prepared for the purpose 
of conveying him to Dublin, 
the centre seat in the carriage, and in the same com- 
partment were Lieutenant Alexander M‘Donald, four 
armed policemen, and the sub-inspector of constabu- 
lary at Thurles, The train started on its way a few 
minutes after ten o’clock. 

Mr. O’Brien arrived in Dublin on Sunday morning 
at six o’clock, and was safely lodged in the Ro al 
Barracks by Lieutenant M‘Donald, to whose care 
father, the general, entrusted the prisoner. 
O’Brien was prohibited from speaking or moving on 
his way to Dublin on pain of instant death. He 
therefore tried to sleep, but his efforts were not suc- 
ceasful. His manner during the journey was, upon 
the whole, confident and self-possessed, though the 
uneasiness of his mind would occasionally betray itself 
in his face, and in the restless manner in which he 
changed his position from time to time. He yawned 
frequently, probably to account for the tears which 
came starting into his eyes, and anxiety of mind and 
personal exposure have left deep traces behind them 
on his features. On reaching the Dublin terminus he 
walked to the barracks, guarded by a party of thirty 

olicemen, who had accompanied him by the train, 
This capture is decisive as to the fate of the Irish 
rebellion. WE 

The news of Mr, O’Brien’s arrest, although arriving 
in Dublin at the untimely hour of two o’clock in the 
morning by special engine from Thurles, flew like 
wildfire over town. At six o’clock the subject formed 
the topic of discussion at every street corner. Evident 
discontent at the pusillanimous surrender of the insur- 
gent leader without resistance is the prevailing feeling 
among the lower classes. 
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Firup-LANE RaGGep Scuoou.—On Mon- 
day night a special meeting, for the purpose of re- 
opening the above school in a larger and more suitable 
edifice, was held in the new schoolroom, Victoria- 
street, Holborn-bridge. Lord Ashley, M.P., who pre- 
sided, addressed a numerous audience. He observed 
that it was the accidental viewing of their former 
School that induced him to throw himself heart and 
soul into the cause. He strongly objected to the 
name “‘ragged”’ being altered; it was the appropriate 


term for those who laboured “in the mire and the 
utter.” He was happy to inform the meeting that 
er Majesty’s Government proposed to take 150 pupils 
each year from the ragged schools and send them to 
the colonies. (Cheers.) This created a spirit of com- 
mendable emulation among the boys, and he could 
positively affirm that those lads sent out to the colo- 
nies with certificates of good conduct would be almost 
certain of obtaining remunerative employment. Four- 
teen had been already despatched from this school. 
After some further remarks the noble lord coneluded 
by recommending the formation of ‘‘ industrial classes.’’ 
Mr. Ware, the secretary, then read a brief history of 
the rise and progress of the school, and stated that 
there were sixty-two of these admirable institutions in 
the metropolis. A letter of apology was read from the 
most noble the Duke of Argyll, enclosing a contribu- 
tion of £20. Several speakers addressed the meeting, 
among whom was S. M, Peto, Esq., M.P. A vote of 
thanks to the noble chairman closed the proceedings. 


On Wednesday the Livery assembled in the 
Guildhall for the purpose of receiving the declaration 
of the result of the election of sheriffs, just concluded, 
when the Recorder declared that the election had 
fallen upon Mr. Thomas Quested Finnis, alderman 
and bowyer, and Mr. Jacob Emmanuel Goodhart, 
citizen and grocer. Both these gentlemen duly 
returned thanks to the Livery, and the hall was then 
dissolved, 


Sanitary measures for the metropolis are still 
evaded, though the wells are deeply polluted, if not 
actually: poisoned — sewers are rendered offensive 
beyond measure by the infiltration of water passing 
through graveyards, manufactories emit deleterious 
effluvia, the filthy and overcrowded lodging-houses are 
the seats of contagious disease. But London (says the 
Times) has its local interests, so these things for the 
time must be suffered to remain. The Earl of Lincoln 
told Lord Morpeth, and with truth, that, had he en- 
deavoured to include London within the operation of 
the bill, the opposition would have been so strong as 
to preclude all hope, for this session at least, of carry- 
ing it successfully through. 


TERRIBLE Fires anp Loss oF Lirs,— 
At the beginning of the week the metropolis was 
visited by the outbreak of two dreadful fires, which, in 
avery short period, laid in ruins a vast amount of 
roperty, and deprived at least one person of life, 
The first broke out upon the premises belonging 
to Mr. Loten, a Berlin wool-dealer, situate in 
Albany-street, Regent’s-park, next door to the Wind- 
sor Castle Tavern. The second disaster occurred 
upon the premises belonging to the Rev. Mr. Dale, in 
Amen-corner, Paternoster-row. The circumstances 
connected with the first fire were of a very Beene 
character. The family resident in the house consiste 
of Mr. and Mrs. Loten and several young children, 
Captain Loten, Miss Burgh (Mrs, Loten’s sister), and 
two maid servants. Mr. and Mrs. Loten, with their 
family, were out of town on Monday, and the only 
persons in the house when the accident occurred were 
Captain Loten and Miss Burgh, and Mary Bentley, 
the nursemaid (deceased); the other servant having 
left the house on an errand a few minutes previously 
to the explosion. Captain Loten states that an escape 
of gas had been noticed by the family two or three 
times at the early part of last week, and it had been 
arranged to send to the gasfitter on the subject; but, 
in consequence of nothing of the kind being observed 
during the last two or three days, the precaution had 
been unfortunately overlooked ; it being imagined 
that the escape might have proceeded trom some of 
the adjoining houses. On Monday night, at a few 
minutes before ten o’clock, Captain Loten and his 
sister-in-law were sitting together in thé second-floor 
front room, when, supper having been announced to 
be ready by one of the servants, they proceeded down 
Stairs into the back parlour, for the purpose of par- 
taking of that meal. On their way down stairs they 
both perceived a strong smell of gas, and, on entering 
the parlour, Miss Burgh suggested that it would be 
better to examine the shop before they sat down. 
Captain Loten immediately left the room with a lighted 
candle in his hand, and, having unlocked the shop-door 
opened it. The explosion followed instantaneously, 
Captain Loten, on recovering sensibility, found him- 
self upon the ruins of the wall Separating his 
brother’s yard from the yard of the Windsor Castle 
Tavern, His attention was first aroused by the 
agonizing cries of his sister-in-law, who was lying

Accidents and Offences. 


Mutiny of Convicts 1n CLONMEL GAaoL.— 
The convicts lying in Clonmel gaol under sentence of 
transportation, 56 in number, have attempted to over- 

ower the turnkeys, and escape from prison. Some of 
the turnkeys on entering the yard armed were assailed 
with stones thrown by the convicts, when the former 
seeing them running for more stones rushed in on 
them, <A scuffle ensued, the turnkeys were driven into 
a corner, and an attempt made to disarm them; fear- 
ing which the turnkeys had to use their bayonets, and 
several of the convicts were wounded, two of them it is 
feared mortally, and six others so dangerously that 
they had to be forthwith conveyed to the hospital. The 
cause of the émeute is said to have been-some alteration 
lately made in the prison diet. The turnkeys acted 
with great coolness throughout, and much praise is 
due to them for not having fired unnecessarily when 
they had loaded arms in their hands. On seeing their 
comrades wounded, the rest of the convicts fell down 
on their knees and begged for mercy ; and, assistance 
coming up, they were all legbolted, and locked up in 
their several cells. : 

Awrun DeatH.—An inquest has been held 
at Gannow, in Habergham Eaves, on the body of John 
Boothman, aged thirteen years. The deceased (says 
the Preston Chronicle) was a drawer in the Barclay 
Hills Colliery, in Habergham Eaves. He had ascended 
the mine, which is 175 yards deep, in a tub drawn up 
by the engine, and op getting out of it he placed his 
foot on the edge of the tub, which slipped as he was 
stepping off on to the side of the pit, and he fell down 
the shaft. In falling he caught at a stay which was 
neat the top, but could not retain his hold, A person 
at the bottom of the mine stated that he had heard 
the deceased falling down the shaft. One thigh and 
leg came down first, then the head, and afterwards the 
remainder of the body; the trunk no doubt having 
been severed from the members by falling against the 
stays in its descent. Verdict—‘ Accidental death,” 


Distressinc AccIDENT AND Loss oF LiFe. 
A painful degree of excitement was caused at Wor- 
cester last week, by the intelligence that Mr. Thomas 
Parker, solicitor, and Mr, Smith, landlord of the inn 
at Holt Fleet, had been drowned by the upsetting of 
a boat near to the weir at Holt. It appears that Mr, 
Thomas Parker and a friend of his, a gentleman 
named Gunter, with Mr. John Parker, went up the 
river to Holt Fleet Inn, for the purpose of enjoying 
an afternoon’s diversion in fishing and shooting. They 
dined at the inn, and only partook of a very moderate 
quantity of wine, About half-past seven o’clock the 
three gentlemen last named, with Mr. Smith, the 
landlord of the inn, got into a fisherman’s boat, one 
of the ordinary flat-bottomed craft used by river fisher- 
men, for the purpose of rowing up as far as the weir, 
in the expectation of killing a couple or so of summer 
snipes, some of which had lately been observed in that 
locality, ‘Two fishermen belonging to the boat ac- 
companied them, and made sixin all on board. Having 
rowed through the bridge, and approached close to 
the island formed by the river on one side and the lock 
on the other, Mr, John Parker stepped out of the 
boat on to the island, saying to Mr. Thomas Parker 
as he did so, “‘ Give me the gun; I think I shall have 
a better chance of killing a snipe here than you will 
have in the boat.” The boat was then rocking a good 
deal. All at once he saw the boat lurch head fore- 
most into the rough water at the tail of the weir; Mr. 
Gunter was pitched out, holding a gun in his hand, 
and went down in rough water between the boat and 
the weir. He went right under the boat and came up 
on the other side, still holding the gun. The boat 
then lurched over to the other end, and Mr. Thomas 
Parker and Mr. Smith, the only persons now in her, 
went down and never rose. Mr. Parker never saw

A Serres or Faran AccIDENTS NEAR 
Kinaswinrorp, — Another explosion of firedam 
took place last week at a pit known as the Stand-hi 1 
Colliery, a short distance from Kingswinford, the re- 
sult of which was that two youths lost their lives, and 
six others were dreadfully injured. The works belong 
to Messrs, Oakes and Jones, and it seems that at the 
time the accident occurred the men were proceeding 
with others along the gateway of the pit towards the 
stations at which they usually followed their occupa- 
tions, and whilst Simpkins, the doggy, was in the act 
of trying the mine with the safety-lamp the explosion 
took place, ‘The gas seems to have generated during 
the night. There were two air-heads to the pit, and 
from the evidence adduced at the inquest it would seem 
to have been carefully worked. The two youths killed 
were nineteen and twelve years of age, and the verdict 
was “ Accidental death.’’ One or two others are not 
expected to survive. In addition to the foregoing, 
it seems that a man named Edwards was killed in con- 
sequence of a quantity of earth falling upon him at the 
time he was at work at the Haden-hill Colliery, near 
Oldbury. He has left a wife and five children.—A 
young man met his death from a precisely similar cause 
in pit near to Dudley Port.—In consequence of an 
accident of the same kind, a man named Gennard lost 
his life at Messrs. Irons’ colliery, near to Dudley. He 
has left a wife and seven children.—Two men were 
killed in consequence of a slip of sand at some pits 
near to Norton, a short distance from Stourbridge. 
They were literally entombed alive beneath the 
sand. One of the men has left a wife and eight 
children.—A man named Corns was killed in conse- 
quence of descending into a pit at Greet’s-green, near 
to West Bromwich, in which it was known that there 
was a quantity of foul air, The deceased perished in 
descendjng the shaft, although previously warned of 
the danger. Twice his candle was extinguished in the 
progress of the descent; he then determined to go 
down in the dark, and died, it is supposed, from suffo- 
cation. Casualties of this kind are oF daily occurrence 
in the district, the majority of them arising from care- 
lessness or recklessness. ‘The number of children left 
orphans by such means is most lamentable. 


Extensive Fire 1x LAMBETH.—On Satur- 
day forenoon a fire, attended with a considerable de- 
struction of property, broke out upon the remises 
belonging to Mr. Jonas Hamlyn, scaleboard-cutter, 
situate in Union-street, Lambeth-walk. The flames 
began in the lower portion of the building, and, owin 

to the strong hold they had obtained before discovered, 
coupled with the inflammable nature of the stock in 
trade, but few minutes elapsed before the entire pre- 
mises were a general mass of flame, The premises 
were burnt out and the stock in trade totally con- 
sumed, The damage done will amount to several 
hundred pounds, and, unfortunately, Mr, Hamlyn was 
not insured. 


Fire at Faversnam.—a fire broke out in 
Faversham last week, which in a short space of time 
destroyed a considerable amount of property, most of 
which, unfortunately for the owners, was uninsured. 
The tire, which is supposed to have been the act of an 
incendiary, originated in a barn which stood in the 
main street, and near to the Faversham Assembl 

Rooms, in the rear of which stood a neatly-built 
house, which the owner, Mr. Dawson, carpenter, had 
but lately erected, and had occupied only one month. 
Near the house were Mr, Dawson’s workshops and 
peer TAS, a stable, stack-yards, and next adjoining 
the malting premises of Mrs, Chambers, an elderly 
lady, whose dwelling-house and large extent of out- 
buildings were for a time in imminent danger of 
destruction, Happily the fire was got under, and 
only one malthouse and store was destroyed ; but the 
barn, where the fire first broke out, the Assembly 
Rooms, which were used as the Literary and Scientific 
Institution’s place of meeting, Mr, Dawson’s house, 
shop, and out-premises, a stable, in which were four 
valuable draught horses, a lodge, together with 
several carts and other implements used in husbandry, 
a thrashing-machine, eight pigs, two calves, a large 
stack of straw, and about 120 quarters of wheat, were 
entirely consumed. The farming stock is the property 
of Mr. Kingsnorth, who is said to have been insured

Tux Lare Porsontinc or Aa CuHtip.— 
[ExHUMATION or Two Bopies.—On Monday Mr. Bed- 
ford, the coroner, commenced an inquiry at the 
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Malpas Arms, Charles-street, Grosvenor-square, con- 
cerning the death of Mary Elizabeth Dore, aged 
seven weeks, and Adolphus William Spry, aged eleven 
months ; the former the daughter of George Warder 
Dore, servant to a county magistrate, and the latter 
the son of John Spry, steward and butler to her Royal 
Highness the late Princess Sophia, at Kensington 
Palace. The deceased Dore was a sister of the child 
on whose body an inquest was held, and for whose 
death, from the administration of arsenic, a verdict of 
“Wilful murder” was returned against Mary Ann 
Dore and Mary Spry, the mother and grandmother, 
who both lived in the same house, Nos. 4 and 5, 
Lower Grosvenor-place. The deceased Spry was a son 
of the grandmother. Since the last inquest certain 
reports having reached the coroner, tending to throw 
a doubt on the cause of death of two children in the 
same family, who had previously been interred in the 
burial-ground of St. George’s, Bayswater, the Earl of 
Harewood and Sir John Weir Hogg, the church- 
wardens, were communicated with, and both bodies 
were exhumed. Mr. Futvoye, solicitor, of John-street, 
Bedford-row, attended the ‘inquest, on the part of the 
relatives of the deceased. —The coroner, after ex- 
plaining the circumstances which had given occasion 
for the inquest, said he should that day merely take 
evidence as to the identity of the bodies, and then ad- 
journ for an analysis of the stomachs, &c.—Evidence 
was then given to show the names, age, and parentage 
of the deceased, and the date of burial. Dore was 
buried on the 6th of August, 1846, and Spry on the 
13th of April last.—The coroner said the examination 
of the bodies should be made by Mr. Bloxam, the 
parish surgeon.—Mr. Futvoye inquired if a surgeon 
appointed by the relatives of the deceased might attend 
the examination, and the coroner replied in the 
affirmative.—The inquest was adjourned. 


Conression or Murper.—It has been al- 
ready stated inthis paper that J. Travis, who was 
tried and acquitted on the charge of murdering 
C. Copeman, of Kirton, has, since his conviction for 
robbery, confessed the fact that he did murder Cope- 
man. A knife was used, and, after a verbal dispute 
and struggle, Copeman said, “ Oh, Travis, you have 
killed me!” I said (asserts Travis), ‘* What with?” 
not knowing that IT had struck him with the knife ; 
but he made no reply. He began to kick with his feet. 
Being in liquor I was not conscious of what I had 
done, but being moonlight I saw the blood run as 
I thought from his ear. I then fell on my knees by his 
side and said, ‘Copeman, I hope I have not mortally 
wounded you.” He got hold of my left hand and 
pulled my shirt-wrist, and said, ‘ Travis, go and fetch 
the doctor.”” I was not able to stir from the spot, but 
presently recovering myself I said, ‘ For God’s sake, 
Copeman, tell me what I have done.” (Here, the 
chaplain says, Travis cried much.) * * * I thought 
of destroying myself, but again thought I was only 
adding to my sin. I then cut his face with my pen- 
knife, to make it appear that some one else had 
murdered and robbed him. I tore his trousers and 
waistcoat for that purpose, and took from his pocket 
three sovereigns, two half-crowns, three sixpences, 
and thirteen or fifteen pence in copper. His keys 
and knife I threw away in some field, on my way 
home. It was about three o’clock when I got home. 
Iknocked at the door, and my mother let mein. She 
had no light. I said, ‘You had better go away; 
Ihave a young man with me”’—not wishing her to 
see the state I wasin. She then went up stairs, and, 
there peng some little fire in the kitchen, I lighted a 
candle and pulled off my things, and burnt the shirt in 
the fire. I then began to clean my trousers and coat. 
My mother came down and peeped through the 
kitchen door, and said, “Why don’t you come to bed ?” 
I said, “I’ve been fighting, and’ am cleaning my 
things a bit.” I felt so grieved at what had happened 
that I told her everything, and how my fighting ended. 
I said, “I shall go and give myself into custody to- 
morrow.” She said, ‘‘ My dear Joe, you must not; 
you will break my heart and kill me.”” She said, “If 
nobody saw you they will never suspect you.’’” She 
said, “ They will, perhaps, hang you if you tell your- 
self; they will not believe what you say.” I said, 
‘“¢They cannot hang me, because I have not done it 
wilfully.” I said, “They will convict me of man- 
slaughter, and I shall be kept in prison for life,” 
I promised her I would say nothing at all about it; 
and, being in the town before she was up, did not see 
her any more till the trial was over, in March, when 
I was liberated. I have no more to say onthe subject, 
and declare before God and man that I have not 
withheld anything, but have said the truth and the 
whole truth.’ The confession is signed by J. Travis, 


and is attested by the Rev. M. Richter, chaplain of 


Lincoln Castle, in whose presence it was made.

tify them in returning a verdict of guilty against 7 ms 
peemnes, and he was consequently discharged. The 
nhabitants not satisfied with the result of the inquest, 
a further investigation was made, which ended in the 
pelnonies being taken into custody, after which he was 
tought before the Rev. W. Potchett, a magistrate 
acting for the Grantham division, by whom he was re- 
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manded for further examination. From the statements 
made by the several witnesses it appeared that the 
deceased, his wife, and the prisoner lived together in 
a cottage at Corby, near Grantham. The two former 
led a very disreputable life, being confirmed and de- 
termined poachers, and when that source failed the 
hen-roosts of the farmers were laid under contribution. 
On the day that the alleged murder was committed 
the prisoner and the deceased were down stairs, when 
an altercation took place, and the wife of deceased, 
who was up stairs, heard the report of a gun; but, 
extraordinary as it may appear, she “‘ did not think it 
necessary to go down stairs to ascertain what was the 
matter, or to send for medical assistance,’ although 
the prisoner told her that “his father was shot’dead”’ ! 
The neighbours, however, alarmed at the report, en- 
tered the house, and found the deceased as already 
described. The prisoner, in defence, said that ‘‘ de- 
ceased met his death entirely through accident. He 
(deceased) had a gun, in two parts, in the pockets of 
his coat; the barrel, which was loaded with powder 
and shot, dropped through a hole in one of the pockets, 
when it went off, and the contents were lodged in the 
body of the deceased.” From statements that the 
prisoner had previously made, the defence now set up 
was quite contradictory; and the court, at the close of 
the examination, thought that there was quite suffi- 
cient evidence to justify it in committing the prisoner 
for trial on the capital charge, and it therefore adopted 
that course. 


A Wire Murperep By HER Huspanp.— 
At Clerkenwell, William Merrick, a sullen-looking 
fellow, who was described in the police-sheet as a 
labourer at the General Post-office, was placed at the 
bar before Mr. Combe, charged with the wilful murder 
of Amelia Merrick, his wife. — Joseph Lawrence, 
having been sworn, deposed that he resides at No. 2, 
London-passage, Whitecross-street, St. Luke’s. On 
Sunday afternoon, just before two o’clock, he was in 
his parlour, when he was attracted by a noise and 
scufiling outside. On looking out of the window he 
saw the prisoner dragging a female (now deceased) by 
the left arm in a violent manner. She was trying to 
get away from him, and saying, “I will go with you. 
She appeared to have been drinking. The prisoner 
said nothing, but seizing her by both arms near the 
shoulders dashed her head against a wall and some 
railings. He was in a passion; he repeated his vio- 
lence, and put his knee against her stomach and struck 
her with all his force, when she fell down and never 
afterwards uttered a word or a cry. The prisoner let 
her Jie there, when several neighbours proceeded to 
her assistance. A woman said to him, ‘“ You have 
killed your wife.” ‘Then go and get some brandy, and 
drink it all round, and I will pay for a bottle of brandy 
if she is dead.” The crowd followed him, telling him 
that his wife was dead. A surgeon was immediately 
sent for, when the prisoner and others carried the body 
into a house. The doctor arrived, but the woman was 
quite dead.—Richards, 77 G, apprehended the pri- 
soner. Witness said he had been informed he had 
killed his wife. He denied the charge, saying he did 
not strike her head against the railings.—Lawrence, 
139 G, said he remained with the prisoner all night in 
his cell. He said it was a very bad job; he was very 
sorry ; he little thought it would have come to that 
occurrence when he came out in the morning to look 
after his wife—Mr, Combe now asked the prisoner if 
he wished to say anything in answer to the charge ?

He left the 
force about two years since, and was then employed 
as a porter at the Victoria Railway station; from 
thence he obtained a preferment to the situation he 
now holds. When in Manchester he was considered 
a very respectable and industrious character. He has 


been paid the reward of £500. 


A short, stout man, of flashy appearance, who 
gave the name of John Smith, has been brought before 
Mr. Hardwick, charged with having obtained money 
and property from various persons by falsely repre- 
senting himself to be Lord Alfred Hervey, the member 
for Brighton. The prisoner has been carrying on his 
practice of fraud for some months, and up to the 
present time he succeeded in eluding the vigilance 
of the police, who have for some months been in 


active pursuit of him, He was remanded.

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 

FRANCE.—The result of the investigation of the com- 
mittee of the Chamber had satisfied it that Caussidiére, 
Sobrier, and Ledru Rollin had directed the movement 
of the 16th of April. M. Blanqui had refused to join 
it because M. Ledru Rollin was to have been pro- 
claimed dictator. The evidence of M. Lamartine cor- 
roborated that opinion, and that of General Chan- 
garnier was conclusive. The latter waited on that day 
on M. Lamartine at the Hotel de Ville, and foundhim 
greatly dejected. M. Lamartine stated that Messrs, 
Louis Blane and Ledru Rollin were privy to the de- 
monstration the 100,000 workmen assembled in the 
Champ de Mars intended to make. The general then 
called on M, Marrast, whom he found well disposed, 
and the latter wrote under his dictation the order to 
the municipalities to beat the rappel, which brought 
out the whole of the National Guard and saved the 
capital. As regards the insurrection of J une, the re- 
port declares that “ the object of that movement was, 
nominally, a democratic and social republic, but in 
reality pillage ;” that it was in fact “a savage war 
carried on with poisoned balls!’ The report states 
that the political men compromised in the insurrection 
are M. Louis Blanc, M. Caussididre, and M, Proudhon. 

Spain.—The Madrid mails of the Ist inst. have ar- 
rived. M. Mon, having refused to enter the Cabinet, 
had accepted the embassy to Vienna, but it was not 
supposed that he would leave Madrid. The Queen 
was to proceed on the 10th or 11th to the Escurial, and, 
after stop ing. a few days in that residence, to return 
to Madrid. he wife of Gonzales Bravo has been to 
La Granja toimplore the Queen to procure the libera- 
tion of her husband, The annihilation of the con- 
tract between the Government and the Bank has, it 
is said, been effected by the mutual consent of the 
contracting parties. 

Prussta.—BERLIN.—The President of Police has 
published a notice prohibiting all mectings at the Lin- 
den, in consequence of the results to which they have 
led during the last few days, but which have not pre- 
vented these meetings from being as numerous as 
ever. Large bodies of constables succeeded in making 
many arrests, which led to some fighting. The Burgher 
Guard also interfered, and several persons were 
wounded, 

DENMARK AND THE Ducnirs.—Advices from Ham- 
burg announce the fact that Denmark had given notice 
that all German ports would be again placed under 
blockade, dating from the 15th instant. It was hoped 
that this decide step might bring about a settlement 
of the Schleswig question, What effect it may have 
upon trade remains to be seen, 

SCHLESWIG Hoistrin,—Twenty Prussian officers 
have arrived at Rendsburg, where they will be em- 
ployed in the organization of the Schleswig-Holstein 
army. The Danish Government has decided to block.

‘Traty,—Cremona.—The King and the Princes

Cerito and Carlotta Grisi remain the heroines of the 
ballet, while in his new danseuses Mr. Lumley has 
been most fortunate. The success of Rosati last year 
was not a transient piece of good fortune. This year 
she has taken a still firmer position, and, instead of 
being regarded as a promising beginner, re be set 
down among the artists of the first class. The com- 
mand she has over the difficulties of her art, the ease 
and delicacy with which she performs the most intri- 
cate evolutions, give her a peculiarity which may be 
said to constitute a style of her own. Marie Taglioni 
is less cultivated than Rosati, but her vigour and 
energy show that she has all the material for an ex- 
cellent artist. 

Looking at both departments for the two seasons, of 
which the last has just terminated, we may congratu- 
late the manager on the number of new artists, 
previously unknown, whom he has introduced to the 
ondon public with perfect success. The début of 
Gardoni, who opened so in brilliantly “‘ La Favorita,” 
and who has sung so sweetly in ‘I Puritani,” was an 
important event.

‘To cach pound put three quarters 
of a pound of fine sugar, and half a pint of water. 
Boil and clarify the sugar in the water, then add the 
fruit ; simmer gently till clear, then break it, and in a 
few minutes put the jam into small pots.

Raspberry Jam.—Weigh equal quantities of fruit 
and sugar; put the former into a preserving-pan, boil 
and break it, stir constantly, and let it boil very 
quickly. When most of the Juice is wasted add the 
Sugar and simmer half an hour.—This way the jam is 
greatly superior in colour and flavour to that which is 
made by putting the sugar in at first. 

Another Way.—Put the fruit in a Jar in a kettle of 
water, or on a hot hearth, till the juice will run from 
it, then take away a quarter of a pint from every pound 
of fruit; boil and bruise it half an hour, then put in 
the weight of the fruit in sugar, and, adding the same 
quantity of currant-juice, boil it to a Strong jelly.— 
The raspberry-juice will serve to put into brandy, or 
may be boiled with its weight in sugar for making the 
jelly for raspberry ice or cream. 

To Preserve Greengages.—Choose the largest, when 
they begin to soften; split them without paring, and 
strew a part of the sugar which you have previously 
weighed an equal quantity of. Blanch the kernels witha 
smallsharpknife. Nextday pour the syrup from the fruit 
and boil it with the other sugar six or eight minutes, 
very gently; skim, and add the plums and kernels. 
Simmer til clear, taking off any scum that rises; put 
the fruit singly into small pots, and pour the syrup 
and kernels to it. If you would candy it do not add 
the syrup.

And now the demon shows himself, That Monda 
evening he had his greatest influence—was alacten 
president of all the democratic clubs, laid down all the 
money he could collect, proposed that every one 
should do the same, and unite for present public good, 
with a ho ope of future reward when the kingdom should 
be divide amongst the spoliators.

‘This dark man let all the fiery spirits vent themselves 
in the different squibs against the Government, an 
smiled within himself at the power he knew he pos- 
sessed to concentrate their forces. It has often been 
the wonder and amazement of men whence all the 
funds were collected to answer the purposes of re- 
bellion. Had they known the sums collected at each 
club—had they known the means which were taken 
to deceive the different liberal institutions in Paris 
to contribute under the idea of enlightening the 
people—had they seen how every enrolled member of 
the clubs had to borrow, beg, and even threaten to 
obtain loans or gifts, they would not have been so 
astonished, Immense sums were given by those who 
thought to stir up the people merely to obtain a 
change of Government. Immense sums were con- 
tributed in secret by some influential men whose 
hatred to Louis Philippe and his advocates made 
them go any lengths to overturn them. Some even 
of the nobles, some of the leaders of the Opposition, 
and many who had a die to cast with a hope of gain, 
risked cnormously their stakes, and succeeded for a 
time, to the ruin of their countr The sum an- 
nounced from all sources to be att e disposal of the 
leaders of the émewte for the purchase of necessarics 
amounted on that Monday evening to the enormous 
sum ofa million of francs, with every prospect 
of its being increased tenfold. Rollin had now friends 
in every partof Paris; it became no secret that an 
attempt would be made to overturn the Government ; 
and the decision, that night, that there should be no 
banquet on the morrow, was used by the rebellious 
merely as matter to awaken animosities ; for few of 
them really cared about the banquet. Ww hat did it 
matter that the Opposition met at Odilon Barrot’s 
house, and that Lamartine, Cr émieux, and Ledru
